STORY OF BURNING 
OF BOOKS BY DANES 


Alfred the Great Records 
' That Few Could Read 
Them at That Time 


LONDON, 

The second of two lectures on 
Anglo-Saxon civilisation and liter- 
nature was given by Professor R. W. 
Chambers at the Royal Institution 
on March 18 —The first lecture had 
heen devoted to a description of the 
art and literature of the century, 
which extended from the establish- 
ment of a Christian Northumbria 
by the King-saint Oswald to the 
death of the Venerable Bede (634- 
786). The decay of this Northum- 
brian civilisation was not due to the 
ravages of the Danes, It was clear 
from Bede's words that such decay 
had already begun in his day; but 
it was not till a century and a half 
later that, in the words of Alfred, 


“it was ell harried and burnt up? 
by the Danes. ® 
Alfred himself records that, be- 


fore the books were thus destroyed, 
there were very few who could read 
them. Accordingly Alfred's first task 
after checking the Danish onslaught 
was to translate Latin text-books 
for use in the educational system 
which he established, The contem- 
porary copy of one of these books, 
written to be sent to the See of 
Worcester, was still extant and one 
of the copies of the Anglo-Saxon 
Chronidle, recording Alfred's deeds, 
was contemporary with the events 
it narrated. 

Under the later West-Saxon kings 
of the house of Alfred, very beautl- 
ful illuminated manuscripts were 
produced, but, so far as was known, 
there was no output of poetry com-

turesquely robed in white, with 
white cord shoes and scarlet fez, ap- 
pear as they go round the rooms to 


be as thrilled, as awe truck, or 
amused. by whet they see as if this 
were the first time they had come to 
the museum, So they smile admir- 
ingly in pointing out. bronze Car- 
thaginian mirrors which retain their 
polish though, they date from ‘the 
fourth century before Christ, and 
the enamel of masks of the same 
period, and the toy-like representa- 
tions. of bananas, figs, and cheese, 
which are today as charming as 
when they were made of earth 2,800 
years ago, ‘Hard by them are the 
ukeletons of several people of that 
period, One of them was, found with 
artificial eyes; all the rest of him, 
save for a few bones, had gone back 
to earth. By far the most striking 
of the large exhibits is the Phoeni- 
clan effigy of u priestell of Baal, the 
so-called Arisathaal which means 
“betrothed of Baal.’ She its lying 
on the lid of a sarcophagus, her 
lege tected in the Egyptian man- 
ner the crossed wines of a yul- 
ture. In her right hand the'marble, 
inscrutable priestess is holding a 
dove, in her left hand a box of per- 
fume, It is probable that the dead 
priestess had never been so impres 
sive, for the figure on her coffin wit! 
have been idealized, But no mat- 
ter—in this coffin there was hardly 
any relic other than the dust, 

It was said by Waldeck- Rousseau 
that among the sandhills we find 
very little of the town that was pur- 
sued by Destiny, for it had been the 
home of falthlessness, But if there 
are few traces left of the successive 
conquerors, what spectacle can be 
more moving than the amphitheatre 
of rose-grey mountains which sur- 
round the tragic hill, between them 
stretching the calnt, sapphire sur- 
face of the sea? Far to the east is 
tinted Korbous, where the Romans 
having devastated Carthage, had 
some peace beside the Aquae Cali- 
dae, preparing for the time when 
they would have to face the Berbers 
and the Carthaginians and the Van- 
dafs, Faithlessness there war 
enough—a holy war was preached 
by’ Firmus, a great Moorish chief- 
tain of the fourth century, His op 
ponent Theodosius had in mind fe 
follow his example. but he was do 
capitated by the Emperior Gratian 
and, by sowing discord in the ranks 
of Firmus, Rome prevailed, She 
used the same insidious means a few 
years later, when her ally Gildo, 
like his brother Firmus, headed o 
revolt. Tle was defeated, and with 
his own hands choked himself. 


HOW LIBERAL GOVERNMENT 
BECAME POSSIBLE

In an election in 1858 In Russel! 
county, Ontario, to the voters’ lists 
were added a very large number of 
non-residents and others not entitled 
to vote. Columns of names were 
taken from civic directories publish 


by 


ed in the United States, Many «of 
these voted. When the facts be 
came known steps were taken to 


expose the wrong-doers and the suc 
cessful candidate was unseated, dis 
qualified and sentenced to a term ie 
jail along with bis legal agent. 

All this vanished into history and 
seemed forgotten until the parita- 
ment of Canada passed the Elections 
act in 1920 making le#al what way 
illegal and punishable by imprison 
ment in 1858. 

In 1885 the parliament of Canada 
passed a Franchise act providing for 


the preparations of the voters’ list 
by. revising barristers appointed by 
the government of the day. The 


powers of (hese revisers added to 
and Increased the evils existing tn 
the act Itself. 

In 1887 the Franchise act of 1885 
caused the defeat of the lAberals 
and practically drove their leader 
Hon, Edward Blake, out of Canadiay 
public life. It also defeated the Lib 
erals in 1891, 

The evils of the dominion Fran 
chise act of 1855 were embodied in 
the dominion Elections act of 192 

In 1917 the parliament of Can 
ada passed the War Time Electior 
act for the destruction of the Lib 
erals on the home vote and the Mil. 
itary Voters act for complete anni 
hilation of the Liberals by the over 
seas vote, These terrible acts ar 
too fresh inthe minds of the people 
to need more than mention. 

The Dominion Filections act of 
1920 embodied the destructive ‘pow 
ers not only of 1858 and 1885, but 
of both the War Time Elections act 
and the Military Voters act of 1917 

Supporters of the Union govern- 
ment with the act of 1920 in thejr 
hands boasted they could carry a 
large majority of the seats in a do. 
minion general election just as they 
did in 1917, ; 

Members of the press gallery, Ot 
tawa, during the fall of 1926 became 
alive to the conditions and eagerly 
sought legal opinion on the act, The 
daily press, irrespective of politieal 
sympathy, carried criticisms of th: 
act in news despatches with the re- 
sult that at the 1921 session f 
parliament Alexander Smith, On. 
tawa, who so fairly and clearly ad 
vised the new spaper men, was intro- 
duced to the privileges and elections 
committee of the house of commons 
by Hon, FB, Lapointe, K.C., M.P., now 
minister of justice, to submit such 
interpretations as inight oecur ta 
him. Mr. Smith's opinions were 
ably supported by Thos. W. Tweedie, 
K.C., MP. (Conservative), Calgary, 
now the Hon, Mr. Justice Tweedle 
of Alberta, and others, with the re. 
sult that all the suggestions by Mr, 
Smith on the limited. referenee by 
the house to the committee were 
adopted and subsequently embodied 
in the act of 1921, - 

These amendments gave the im. 
pression that no more were forth- 
coming but the house itself, how- 
ever, was not limited in its consider- 
ation of the act. To seeure addl- 
tional amendments Mr, Smith sub- 
mitted & memorandum to the leadur 
of the opposition, now the Rt. Hon 
Ww. I.. M, King, prime minister, Hon 
Thos, A Crerar, M.P.,  Progressiv> 
leader, W. D. Kuler, M.P., and oth. 
ers with the result that the act of 
1920 was further purged. The house 
as a whole was apathetic, But fo, 
this clear analysis of the act by Mr 
Smith and the good oMfces of mo 
of all shades of political thought 
who were weary of the practices ot 
linion government, the act would not 
have been amended, 

‘The legal and general services 
rendered by Alexander Smith to th, 
press, the commons committee and 
to members of parliament as Han 
sard shows were greatly apprectated 
As an evidence of this Hon. Thos, \ 


Crerar stated to members of tho 
press gallery that whilst he might 
be elected in any event, yet the 
amendments secured would give 
him at least 1,000 more of a ma. 
jority, 

When the act as passed in 1921 


appeared, Mr, Bmith potnted out that
